Intervening Years Have Not 


Served To Abate Wonder 
At Enthusiasm 


Eighty years ago, tho people of Ohio 


passed through a political campaign 
that In many respects was .-,0 remark- 
able that the intervening years ha\c 
hardly served to abate the wonder of 
It. Starting in tho month of February 
with a whirl ami a roar, it fiatliered 
headway until it became a marching 
crusade of wild enthusiasm lone; before 
election day in Xo\ ember. The Dem- 
ocratic party had been 
in 
power^ 


without interruption, for forty years'. 
President Van Duron, tho successor 
and political heir of President Andrew 
Jackson, had been renominatod by his 
party for a second term. The opposi- 
tion party, the Whigs, held their nat- 
ional convention at Harrisburg, Pa. 
In December. 1S3S, and nominated for 
president General William Henry Har- 
rison, of Ohio, over Henry Clay, his 
leading opponent. At the time of hlr, 
nomination, the Whig candidate was 
living quietly on his little farm 
nt 


North Bend, a few miles below Cin- 
cinnati, on tho Ohio river and was 
sixty-seven years of ago. "His career 
had been a notable one. Son of a gov- 
ernor of Virginia and signer of the 
Declaration of Independence, he enter- 
ed the army at the ago of nineteen. He 
•was rapidly promoted and acted with 
bravery and distinction as 
aide-de- 


camp to General Anthony Wayne in 
tho campaign against 
tho 
Indians, 


•which ended in the battle of Fallen 
Timbers, on the 10th of August. 1791, 
and wh-ch gavo peace to an exposed 
lino of frontier from Indian depreda- 
tions, extending from Pittsburgh 
to 


tho southern borders of Tennessee. It 
was In reality tho closing battle of 
tho Revolutionary war, for the Indians 
in alliance with England never laid 
down their arms until they were van- 
quished by Wayne in that campaign.
